lf you’ve been “ripped off” 
lately, chances a re you 
asked for it. 
Statistics compiled by the 
Plano Police Dept show that 
most residents who report 
thefts and burglaries have 
left their property unsecured 
and in many cases in open 
view. 
Last month in residential 
areas, 59 percent 
of the 
stru ctu ra l burglaries, 40 
percent of the motor vehicle 
burglaries and 50 percent of 
the thefts involved 
un 
secured property. 


“ Property left in full view 
of the public is just an open 
invitation

“ The 
police 
can’t be everywhere at once, 
so citizens m ust protect 
themselves when they can.

man. “ I understand they like 
flies just as well.” 
This reporter asked how 
the service man felt per 
sonally altout 
a 
frog in­ 
truding on his business. 
“ I ll tell you what,” came 
tin* reply, “ if I lived in an 
apartment, and if 
I had 
roaches, and if a frog came 
in and ate them, I d leave 
him alone.” 
Our tree frog — as yet 
unnamed 
is just a mite of 
a thing, no bigger than a 
quarter even after three 
months 
of 
selfimposed 
captivity. His green color is 
of such a light hue that his 
web 
feet 
appear 
tra n ­ 
sparent 
“Does he have red racing 
stripes down his sides?" 
asked Dr. T E. Pulley of the 
Houston Museum of Natural 
Science, “ lf he does, you 
know he’s a tree frog.” 
We’re not sure because for 
weeks our frog goes unseen. 
From the little time he has 
spent in the open, sometimes 
hopping clumsily over the 
drainboard, we have decided 
his enviroment gravitates 
between a crack in a kitchen 
cabinet and wall to a water- 
filled canning jar 
used to 
root cuttings 
which sits in 
a rusty coffee grinder on the 
wall around the corner from 
the crack. 
In the dark, he likes to 
perch in plain sight on our 
toaster, between the slots. I 
see him on late night trips 
for a beer. He doesn’t seem 
to mind 


“ No, I don't think he likes 
the toaster for the warmth,” 
said Dr. Pulley. “ His kind 
live, usually, around water.” 
My upstairs back patio, 
the launching pad for his hop 
into my living room, is about 
50 feet from a creek bed It 
was on the same patio some 
time later that our tree frog 
narrowly averted a live 
burial 
“ I grabbed the wandering 
jew out of the canning jar 
and took the stems to the 
patio for planting,” I ner­ 
vously told my wife later 
that day. “After I stuck the 
jew in the dirt and packed 
the mud around the roots, I 
brought plant and pot back 
to the kitchen for washing. 
“ When I set it down, guess 
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who jumped off one of the 
leaves?” 
“ It s a good thing you 
didn’t hurt him,” my wife 
said. I agreed 
On the phone to Dr Pulley, 
I could not help but ask about 
the health factor of giving a 
frog the free run of my 
kitchen. 
“ I d rather have a frog in 
my kitchen than a dog or a 
cat,” he said. 
Dr. Pulley read from a 
book, “ Handbook of Frogs 
and Toads.” 
“ Its note resembles the 


cowbell heard at a distan­ 
ce,” he said 
“ But my frog has never 
made a sound.” I added. 


“ He will. Wait until he 
grows up,” he said. “ The 
book says he will grow to 14 
to 24 inches. Does he have a 
m ate?” 


“ No.” 
“ Well, just wait until he 
hears a croak from 
the 
creek,” he said. “ Let’s see 
here, it says the mating 
season of tree frogs begins 
April 15.”

When ho returned there was a 
parking ticket under his windshield wiper. For parking in a 
“ No Parking” zone.

But, protested Freeman, there was no “No Parking” sign 
around He appealed the citation. It wasn’t tin' five bucks, it 
was tin' principle.

Furthermore, said the court, it would be unreasonable to 
expect the P ark Service to post “ No Parking” signs at all the 
restricted areas in tha nation’s parks. 
Well, said Freem an, the absence of sign or warning denies 
due process. How can a fella know he s in violation of the 
law if he doesn't know tlicre is a law? 
That’s where the Federal Register comes in. Judge Albert 
V Bryan, Jr., referred Freem an to a US Supreme Court 
ruling To wit: publication in the Register of rules such as 
the “ No Parking” edicts is adequate notice of the law . 
Regulations banning parking in undesignated areas of 
national parks was published back in 1959 and again in 1966 
Freeman had not been keeping up on his reading. 
The Federal Register is a handy little book For 1975, it ran 
to 50,000 pages of fine print and contained some 25,IKK) 
separate rules and regulations.

PUCK ANE, Ireland (UPI)

Irishman in this village in

America’s Bicentennial by 
riding the coat tails of Paul 
Revere. 
Paddy Walsh, m anager of 
Puckane Community Hand­ 
crafts, is an entrepreneur 
with the savvy of a Boston 
politician. He also is a man 
concerned with ecology, and 
in the sam e breath will 
discuss his unique wooden 
h an d crafts of A m erican 
scenes and the silt strangling 
the River Shannon. 
The handcrafts operation 
was prompted by American 
Methodist 
Minister Carlos 
l^antis, who cam e to this 
village on Lough Derg on the 
River Shannon to spend a 
second honeymoon. It was 
l^antis 
who designed the 
Bicentennial figurines, and 
he still acts as design con­ 
sultant. 
That was in 1971. By 1975, 
4,(XX) of the 
Bicentennial 
figurines had been marketed 
in the United States. ‘‘Our 
orders at the moment stand 
at IO,(XX) and I hope we will 
be able to treble, maybe 
quadruple, that figure before 
the spring of 1976,” Walsh 
said in an interview. 
The 
figurines 
a re 
a 
com bination of fretw ork, 
jigsaw and m arquetry, and 
Walsh says the big seller is 
Paul 
K evere’s 
m idnight 
ride. 
There are 575 individual 
pieces in the Paul Revere 
scene, which depict him on 
horseback as he rides into 
old Boston. It includes the 
old church spire and an old 
schooner in the harbor. 
The Paul 
Revere piece 
sells in the States for about 
$260, with sm aller pieces, 
such as Thomas Jefferson, 
going for about $14. Other 
figurines include a fifer and 
drum m er, a Pilgrim sailor, 
G eorge 
W ashington, 
a 
Minute Man, Betsy Rosston!} 
Columbus. Commenting on 
the 
Colum bus, 
Walsh 
laughed. ‘‘Whether he ever 
got there or not nobody 
knows. They say he did 
arrive.” Legend says that 
the Irish were the first to 
land in America. 
The cooperative operation, 
located in a cottage which 
dates from 1787 and was 
once owned by a family 
named Prendergast which 
em igrated to the States at 
the turn of the 19th century, 
also turns out fairy tale 
figures and 
Irish 
motifs. 
“ Mother Hubbard is a great 
seller in C alifornia,” Walsh 
said. 
He said the Irish Cottage 
with water pump outside 
the door, the hills and 
scenery in the background — 
is the most popular Irish 
design 
in 
the 
States. 
It 
retails for $220. 
Another popular design is 
the Celtic Cross. “The first 
one we made for Gene Kelly 
of ‘Singing in the 
Rain’ 
fam e,” Walsh said. “ Gene 
Kelly spent six weeks of 
holidays with us in 1973 up at 
a Rent-An-lrish Cottage, and 
judging by his reaction he 
certainly enjoyed himself. 
He used to join us in a little 
bit of a ‘seisiun,’ the old 
nam e for a good 
Irish 
trad itio n al m usic night, 
where you can have laughter 
and song and dance, starting 
anytim e 
and 
finishing 
anytime. He gave us a little 
bit of an exhibition of what 
he used to do one time and he 
was tap dancing and he also 
sang for us. 
“ He certainly enjoyed 
some of the Irish stories that 
he 
heard; 
the 
folklore 
around here. Some of it 
possibly would not be IOO per 
cent true, but nevertheless it 
did happen slightly.” 
“ He saw 
the crosses 
(throughout Ireland), ad­ 
mired them and asked for 
one. Sure w e’re making 
them for sale now, and once 
people learn that Gene Kelly 
was impressed with them 
you know other people can’t 
help but be impressed too.” 
Hieing off to the local pub 
for a couple of late afternoon 
brews, Walsh concluded, 
“The market I would think 
has not been developed at all 
yet. Only 
a 
very 
small 
percentage. And when that’s 
done, I believe that even 
when the Bicentennial year 
is all over we’U still be in 
good business in the States.”

Is Evert Losing Her On-Court Cool? 


‘Can’t Keep It Inside Anymore’

SAN FRANCISCO. Calif 
(NEA) - On the tennis court, 
she is unflappable, actually 
grim, her face frozen in con­ 
centration And you wonder if 
there is any animated sub­ 
stance 
under 
that 
lacquer 
hard finish 
There is. 
Chrissie Evert is a 21 vear- 
old m illionairess (in prize 
money alone) who, in the ver­ 
nacular. has it together. Her 
tennis reflects this. And so 
does her personality, which 
surprisingly 
in 
face-to-face 
confrontation 
is warm and 
engaging and. I have to say it. 
very feminine. 
There is no brashness, no 
tartness, no bored sufferance 
She is interested in com ­ 
municating and she wants to 
put meaning into her words. 
Chrissie acknowledges that 
her psyche as a tennis player 
is changing 
“ I just can’t keep it inside of 
me any m ore.” she says, ex­ 
plaining how in a Virginia 
Slim s match against Nancy 
Richey Gunter, in which she 
led 40dove for set and actually 
lost the gam e, she slapped her 
right hand against her thigh in 
exasperation 
That, for Chris Evert, is like 
Mary Poppins exploding in a 
bellicose roar It s not really 
the way she wants to be. 
“ I feel I m using it to my ad­ 
vantage to keep my emotions 
inside,” she says. “ My oppo­ 
nent can never tell if I’m dis­ 
turbed.” 
This has given her a Miss 
Poker Face im age to the rest 
of the world, and it is one 
which puzzles her 


“ I'm totally different on 
and off the c o u r t , ” she 


asserts. “ I consider m yself an 
outgoing person when I’m not 
playing tennis. I ve traveled 
around so much and been 
around so many people and 
had to give so many big m ass 
interviews that it would be 
difficult not to be outgoing 
"Then I read these things 
about Chris Evert and I say, 
‘Hey, that doesn’t sound like 
me 
They're writing about 
Chris Evert, an object.' 
She would like to separate 
the public and private Chris 
Everts but realizes it's im­ 
possible. 
“ I have to sign 
autographs, 
she continues. 
‘ I have to meet people But it 
does affect me. I can't do a 
thing without someone know­ 
ing about it 
I can't go out 
without it being news. 
There is. of course, her 
well-publicized 
liaison 
with 
Jim m y Connors. Around her 
neck, even during matches, 
she wears a necklace in gold 
letters, fashioned to spell 
“ Peanut.” It s the name Con­ 
nors calls her, and he gave her 
the necklace. 
Jim m y has said and Chris 
reiterates it. “ If it hadn't 
been for all the publicity and 
the constant press attention. 
we d p r o b a b l y s t i l l be 
together 
We're very good 
friends and we like each 
other But we can't go out in 
p u b l i c . 
If 
w e ' r e 
in 
a 
restaurant, people are always 
looking at us. It bothers m e.” 
C h r i s 
c o n f e s s e s 
t h a t 
som etim es she, too. is startl­ 
ed by the huge sums of money 
she has made playing tennis. 
In 1975. her tournament prize 
money of $323,977 was the 
highest in history, man or 
woman 
But she s really un­ 
aware of the material impact 
of that sum Her father, Jim ­ 


my, a tennis teacher in Fort 
Lau d erd ale, 
Fla., 
is her 
m an ager. Her uncle is a 
law yer who handles the 
details. She has no agent She 
lives at home with her parents 
when she s not on the road 
“ I don't have a car,” she 
shrugs. “ Oh, when I find one 
I’m crazy about, I’ll get it. I 
buy the family car, and that's 
enough for m e.” 
There are certain per- 
requisites of wealth She no 
longer travels with her father 
or mother as chaperones. 
When she wants company, she 
pays for one of her old 
schoolmates to come along to 
several tournaments. 
“ The money,” she insists, 
“ doesn t mean all that much. 
I know this is going to sound 
corny, but I'm stil very old­ 
f a s h i o n e d 
When 
I 
g e t 
married. I want the man to 
support m e.” 
She sm iles wryly. 
“ I suppose that gets me 
down to five men in the 
world.” 
She likes the world of tennis 
meanwhile 
These are my 
friends,” she says, meaning 
all the other participants on 
the Virginia Slims tour. “ I 
really like playing, com ­ 
peting. winning. It s still a 
challenge.” 
She does not feel she has mis­ 
sed out on anything by the in­ 
cessant devotion to batting a 
ball with a stringed club. 
“ What do young women go 
to college fo r?” she asks 
rhetorically. “ Education. I’m 
getting it here. Once a year I 
go to Europe and see different 
cultures. 
I'm living with 
varied people." 
Billie Jean King has had an 
influence on the maturation of 
Chris Evert but has not con­ 


verted her to a militant 
feminist. 
“ That's not for m e,” she 
grins. “ I will speak out now 
when somebody asks me a 
question, but basically I'm a 
cautious person.” 
The one element she doesn’t 
like about professional tennis 
is “ the constant pressure — 
people expect you to win all 
the tim e.” 
So Chris, who was the darl­ 
ing of Wimbledon and Forest 
Hills at the age of 16, is also 
finding out that at the age of 
21 the world isn t always on 
her side. 
She faulted against Marcie 
Louie, a hometown girl, in San 
F ran cisco , en route to a 
straight set win, and the 
crowd cheered the error 
“ I live with it.” she says. “ I 
don't intimidate the crowds. 
Jim m y (Connors) or Nasty 
( Nas ta s e) 
intimidate 
the 
crowds. Can you see me going 
into the stands and threaten­ 
ing to punch someone in the 
nose?” 
She wrinkles her nose at the 
thought. 
“ So they think I’m unflap­ 
pable .Well, I ve cried twice 
on the court, once at Forest 
Hills and once at Dallas. I was 
18 then.” 
Her opponent both times 
was Lesley Hunt, the under­ 
dog Both times Chrissie won 
the match. 
“ They're all shooting at 
m e.” she adm its. “ But don’t 
remind me of it. Don't go put­ 
ting pressure on m e.” 


She grins and saunters off to 
see which of the eight tennis 
outfits — all with the Chris 
Evert label — she’ll wear for 
the doubles match coming up.
